After m any years of work in ihe 
laboratory* it 
w-as «inclusively 
demonstrated 
that 
nematodes 
were one of the most serious of 
th-* pests affecting agricultural 
production. Several years ago the 
battle against thi> enemy culm in­ 
ated in increased appropriations 
by our California l^ g i lature for 
the purpose of establishing a full- 
fledged Department of Nematol- 
ogy at the University of C alifor­ 
nia. ‘'Nematode” was and is a 
fighting word among California 
farmers.

The bacteria found in the cod­ 
ling-moth larvae was sim ilar to 
those associated with nematodes 
which were once reared as poss­ 
ible control agents for the Jap an ­ 
ese beetle. The disease has proved 
fatal, not only to codling-moths, 
but to at least 35 other insect 
species, including the corn ear- 
worm, boll weevil, pink boUworm, 
vegetable weevil, cabbage worm, 
and white-fringed beetle.

Ultim ate Goal 


At the Agricultural Research 
Center at 
Beltsville, 
Maryland, 
they have worked out a method 
for mass propagation of the nem­ 
atodes on a scale adequate for 
field trials. Last year over a bil­ 
lion Infective-stage nematode lar­ 
vae were raised for field testp 
with several crops and several de­ 
structive insects. 
In some of th* 
tests carried on in Virginlu apple 
orchards, results indicate that 60 
to 70 percent control of codling- 
moth may be possible with the 
nematode-bome disea*w. 


N early the same degree of con­ 
trol of corn earworm was achiev­ 
ed in tests at the Agricultural 
Center in Ifcdtsvllle. These te ts 
results suggest tha» the nema. 
tode can fulfill In the field the 
promise Indicated in laboratory 
studies. Now* if the researchers 
can como up with a good nema- 
tode that w ill feed upon had nem. 
atodes, the ultimate 
in 
result* 
will have been obtained.

Yellow Dwarf 
A number of calls during the 
past two weeks have bt*en about 
barley turning unu -ually yellow 
or oats showing reddish tips on 
the 
leaves. 
The 
condition 
is 
known as “ yellow dwarf” — a 
virus disea.s»> of grain. W e have 
had it other years, but it is par­ 
ticularly easy to spot this year. 
There 1« little that can be done 
about It except decide whether 
to cut the crop for hay now or 
allow it to go for grain. 
Some 
re tortion In grain yield w ill oc­ 
cur, but the crop lg seldom a 
complete failure. 
The disease Is spread by aphis 
which move in from adjoining 
fields of native gras« at about 


the time the grass begins to dry. 
N ative grasses ai> the prefer­ 
red hosts and the aphis which 
carry the virus remain there un­ 
til the condition is such that the 
grans 
has 
lost its succulence 
and the green giain become* in­ 
viting. 
How much damage is 
done w ill depend on how early 
in the season this occurs. Grain 
infested whan only a few Inch**« 
high Is more severely damaged 
than grain that 1« past the half­ 
w ay in growth. 
Kanota oats and Rojo barley 
have a high tolerance for this 
dt catte California red oats and 
California Marlout 
barley are 
particularly suspectlble. New re­ 
sistant strains of these are be-

The H ay Picture 
According to our Crop Report, 
ing Service, the stock of old hay 
on farms In California is larger 
by 40,000 tons than was the case 
on May fir t of last year. Our 
new crop of alfalfa Is tat better 
shape and Indication* are that 
the supply is about 1 CA over a 
year ago. Grain hay Is estimated 
to be about 76*I of a normal 
crop as compared to 7(Hfr at this 
time last year.
